dulging in Sarcasm,—all tbe-e 
things interfere very materially

Many a man, with great brain 
power and fihe physique, who 
started in life with good prospects, 
bus failed to attain great success 
because of little idiosyncrasies, 
peculiarities of speech or marinerj 
things not in themselves vicious or 
wrong, but which render him disr 
agreeable or unacceptable to those 
who have dealings with him.

Many a brilliant and capable 
stenographer has failed to advance 
because she had disagreeable 
hanits which annoyed her emplo.y- 
er, who, while he recognized her 
iil)ility, preferred a less able sten¬ 
ographer who had amiable and 
agreeable qualities. The lack of 
amiabilit.y has stood in the wa.y of 
advancement of many an em¬ 
ployee who wondered why he did 
not get along. 

Disagreeable, hurtful, and fool¬ 
ish habits, formed perhaps uncon¬ 
sciously, often become great bar¬ 
riers which keep us from other¬ 
wise well-earned success. It 
would pa.v young men and women 
who are eager to succeed, fre¬ 
quently to make inventories of 
their success-capital, to examine 
themselves carefully and inipar- 
itally, as if they were studying 
the merits and demerits of some¬ 
one else, in order to find whether 
their progress is barred, their 
whole future jeopardized, by some 
unfortunate habit or peculiarity 
which is patent to every one but 
themselves. If this rigid self-ex 
amination should result in the 
discovery of a weakness or fault, 
which it is in their power to cor¬

How to Polish Furnitnre. 

When a polished table Is stained by 
a hot dish, one restoring process is to 
uso first wood alcohol and then linseed 
or ollvo oil.

Two cupfuls of stale bread crumbs, 
one cupful chopped hickory nut meats, 
oncdiolf cupful of seeded raisins, one- 
half saltspoonful Cf salt, Moisten with 
hot water, cover and let it stand ten 
minutes, then form Into a loaf In a but¬ 
tered bread pan and bake an hour in a 
moderate oven* Slice and cat cold with 
butter. * 


How to Sweeteo Bnttcr*- 

If one has butter that is not entirely 
swcot, add tc it a little more salt dud a 
pinch of soda and bring to a boll on 
the stove* When cold, remove the cake 
^ fat, wipe dry, and it will be fouud 
perfectly sweet for cooking.

■ How to Make Spiced Grape*. 

Prepare the grapes as for presorvingi 
by .removing the skins, boiling the pulp 
and straining out the seeds. To seven 
pounds of fruit (weighed before the 
seeds arc removed) add a cupful of 
strong vinegar, a cupful of the grape 
Juice taken from the grapes used for 
ptefeerves, two ounces of cinnamon, 
oiie ounce of cloves (tie the spices in 
a cloth so they can be removed), three 
and one-half pounds of sugar. Boll 
until it becomes thick like a marma¬ 
lade, which will take about an hour 
aud a half. When done, turn it Into 
glasses, This is good with roast meats.

THE TRO OBLESO IVIE' COFrNT’ 

How to Treat This Painfal Growtb 
on tlie Foot. 

A corn is an overgrowth of the horny 
layer of some portion of the skin of 
the foot induced hy friction or under" 
pressure in one spot by the shoe, says 
Youth’s Companion. It is situated gen¬ 
erally a prominent portion of one 
of the toes, more commonly the little 
too, but may bo on the sole of the foot 
or even on the ankle bone. 

The first thing to do for a corn is to 
get new .shoes that .are so snug as not 
to mb the foot anywhere .and so loose 
as not to make pressure in one spot 
more than in another. 

The top of the corn may be pared 
witli a sharp knife, extreme care being 
taken, espeeiiUly, in the ca.se of the 
aged, not to cut the sound skin, or it 
may he filed down to the level of the 
surrounding skin, or the entire corn 
may sometimes be loosened with a dull 
knife blade or by the finger nail and 
extracted from its bed. 

"i^’heii this cannot be done, removal 
m.ay be facilitated by moistening tbe 
corn every otJier day with glacial acet¬ 
ic acid, the softened part being subse¬ 
quently scraped away with a dull knife 
or a small file., A salve coutaining 
s.alieylie acid applied every night will 
'also frequently loosen the corn so that 
It can be pulled out. This is tho basis 
of in.any of the popular corn plasters. 

A soft corn, which is merely a corn 
that is always moist on account of its 
location on the inner surface of one of 
the toes, should be treated by keeping 
a piece of absorbent cotton between 
the toes so as to prevent masccratioii 
and by bathing ir frequently with 
strong alum v.’ater. 


How to Buy Oilcloth. 

In buying an oilcloth for a floor en¬ 
deavor to obt.ain one that was manufac¬ 
tured several years before, as the lon¬ 
ger it has been m.ade previous to use 
tbe better it will wear, from the paint 
becoming hard and durable. An oil¬ 
cloth that has been made within the 
ye.ar is scarcely worth buying, as the 
p,‘v!nt will be defaced In .a very little 
time, it requiring a long while to sea¬ 
son. An oilcloth should never be scrub¬ 
bed with a brush, but after being first 
swept it slionld be cleaned by washing 
with a large soft cloth and lukewarm 
or cold water. On no account Use. soap 
or Lake water that is hot, as either of 
them will certainly bring off the paint. 
When it has dried, you may sponge it 
With milk, which will brighten and pre¬ 
serve the colors, and then wipe it with 
a soft, dry cloth. 


How to Make Hnsli* 
Vegetable hash as usually made uses 
the vegetables left from a boiled din¬ 
ner, such as cabbage, potatoes, beets, 
caiTOts and parsnips. For one quart 
of the vegetables about half a cupful 
of stock and one tablespoonful of but¬ 
ter should be used. Meat hash is some¬ 
times varied by the addition of rice. 
Often to a beef and potato hash Span¬ 
ish sweet peppers are added, together 
With chopped onion. A beef hash ta 
much improved by tom.ato sauce. 


How to Boil Vci^ctablca. 

A cooking teacher’s directions for 
boiling vegetables, oven onion, cab¬ 
bage or cauliflower, without filling the 
bouse with an unpleasant smell are to 
cover the vegefebles with boiling salt¬ 
ed water and stand the kettle aside, 
where they cannot boil rapidly again, 
until tender. It is the steam, accord¬ 
ing to tliis anthorlty, that is driven off 
by rapid boiling that Ciarries away not 
only the odOr, but the flavor of vegc-. 
tables, ** 


ITow to Clean Stiver. 

Save the Water In which your pota¬ 
toes have been boiled and as you clear- 
the table lay the silver knives, forks' 
and spoons in the kettle of potato wa¬ 
ter Until ready to wash theni. 

Wash In hot soapsuds and rub thor¬ 
oughly on n dry, soft towel. If this 
custom Is followed, the weekly silver 
cleaning may be extended to a rnontb, 
the silver meanwhile remaining in good 
condition. 

How to Make Dark Frnit Cnke. 

One cupful of butter, two cupfuls of 
brown sugar, one cupful of molasses, 
six cupfuls of flour, one Cupful of milk, 
three eggs, one teaspoonful of soda, 
one pound of raisins, one pound of cur- 
r.ants, two ounces of citron or lemou 
peel, three nutmegs and one tcaspoon- 
ful of nil kinds of spices. Bake one 
hour in a slow oven. 


How to Make Foamy Sance, 

To make foamy sauce mb two cup' 
fuls of sugar to a very light cream 
with throe-fourths of a cupful of but 
ter. Then add by the teaspoonful, beat¬ 
ing constantly, one cupful of fruH 
juice. "Just before using float the bowl 
containing tbe mixture In boiling watoi 
until it Is dissolved, but do not stir aft¬ 
er this begins. 


How to Onre Dowel Troublcii, 

One of the best remedies In case of 
bowel troubles is a partly beaten raw 
egg taken at one swallow. It Is heal¬ 
ing to the inflamed stomach aud Intes¬ 
tines and will relievo the feeling of dis¬ 
tress. Four eggs tnkou in this mnnucr 
in 24 hours will form the best kind of 
nourisliinent ns well ns medicine for 
the patient, 

‘ How to Mnko qncen Mnb Powder; 

Take one mince of tlie best rice pow¬ 
der, three oiinc('>' of tho best powdered 
oxide of zinc, I,:.if an ounce of carbo¬ 
nated magnesia, 20 gi’.alns of powdered 
borncic acid and two drops of oil of 
roses. Mix by passing through a sieve 
again and again, Color a falut pluk 
with carmine.

For a clam pto the clams are mlxc 
with pork elioppod lino, sliced potal 
and a bit of onion nnd.Gookad to a bol 
then baked with both an upper nn 
lower crust for 30 minutes.

It has long been the opinion of the 
writer tliat the Ayrshire is one of the 
most uniform, well developed dairy 
breeds of cattle, and this is mainly due 
to the persistent and consistent policy 
of the Scotch to produce a medium 
sized type with the desirable points 
well developed, says 0. S. Plumb in 
Rural New Yorkei’. A standard weight 
for tbe Ayrshire coiv of mature form in 
Great Britain and the United States 
and Canada is 1,000 pounds, while the 
males r.ange from 1,200 to l.-’iCO pounds 
or larger. The colors are brown and 
white, iKSually more or less mixed in 
varying degrees. In Canada white I 
judge to be the mo.st fashiouablo color, 
while in the United States the more so¬ 
ber brown with less white is most usu¬ 
al. In Scotland brown is also very prev- 
.alent, generally speaking, however, 
with some white. 

The best type of Ayrsliire is .a broad 
backed, deep bodied, short legged sort, 
with an udder of superior shape, being 
well extended in front and carried up 
bobind with a good eurye. According 
to my observation, no breed in America 
today will show more high class ud¬ 
ders, if as m.any, as w'ill the Ayrshire. 
This perhaps is due to the fact that the 
breed is not so iudiserimin.ately bred as 
are some breeds of wide distribution. 

The Ayrshire in America is usually 
kept in Canada and the northeastern 
United States, there being but few in 
the west It is a breed of hardy char¬ 
acter and seems well suited to the 
more rugged portions of our country. 
This is not a general purpose breed, but 
is rather essentially a dairy type, capa¬ 
ble of considerable milk production. A 
record, of 7,000 pounds of milk a year 
is quite common, .and many of this 
breed b.ave produced 9,000 and 10,000 
pounds, l^i'incess Aldine produced 13,- 
400 pounds, which is tlie largest Ayr¬ 
shire milk record to my knowledge. 


H/OV7 G£tcn to Feed. 

Whether one considers tbe special 
manner in wbicb cows and .all other 
ruminants dispose of their feed or rea¬ 
sons by analogy from one’s personal ex¬ 
perience in e.ating and its effect upon 
subsequent digestion, the conclusion ap¬ 
pears to be irresistible that too frequent 
feeding of cattle Is not conducive to 
prolong usefulness and profit wbateyer 
may be claimed for it for occasional 
spurts, says Hoard’s Dairyman. Twice 
in twenty-four hours we consider often 
enough to feed 'cows, but where they 
have been accustomed to a noon fod¬ 
dering,of some sort, just as men may 
be accustomed to a lunch between 
meals, it may not be expedient to 
change. There Is no more necessity for 
feeding a coy? between morning and 
evening than there is to rise at mid¬ 
night and feed her. 


Weed Ont Poor Cows. . 

A large milk producer in Ulster coun¬ 
ty, N. T., says: “In 1888 rny cows aver¬ 
aged 1,000 quarts per cow, and the 
inilk cost me 2 8-10 cents per quart 
Last year the yield was 3,754 quarts 
per cow, and the cost per quart was 
Only 14-10 cents, or a reduction of ex¬ 
actly one-half.” This resultwas brought 
about by weeding out the poor coavs 
and putting good ones in their place. 
To know the good from the bad the 
milk of each cow was weighed and 
tested at re.r'alar intervals. 


Sailing the Cow. 

Give a little salt each day, the 
amount depending upon ivhat the cow 
c.an use, sa.vs American Agriculturist. 
Usually this Varies from one to two 
tablespopufuls. The salt increases the 
flow of saliva and consequently should 
be given witli the feed, for then it will 
be instrumental in aiding digestion. 



Having plenty of barn room I built 
a silo in an empty hay bay at one end, 
The bay was cleared of all'loose dii’L 
and a solid ground foundation was Cov¬ 
ered with small stones. These were Ce¬ 
mented and thoroughly dried. The 
staves were then set up and toe nailed 
together, soys a Vermont farmer In 
New England Homestead. When all 
was up, It was hooped with, woven 
wire fencing. The staves are all fir, as 
that Is the best timber on my farm for 
this purpose. The logs were hauled to 
mill and sawed into boards of equal 
width: After the silo was up I gave the 
bottom another coat of cemCnt well up 
on the staves to a depth of niio and a 
half Inches, this gradually sloping t 
the center, where the depth is on 
inch: This Is the thtrcl season I havi 
used It, and it still woris perfectly and 
cost mo just ,$15, exclusive of labor 
and the lumber, which T got on my 
own farm. 


Blllk Absorbs Odors: 

You can’t feed moldy hay, had silage, 
musty corn fodder, that has been put 
Into the mow when it was not In a 
shape to go there, and get good milk. 
The use of any such materials will get 
you Into trouble and will of itself 
prevent you from making high grade 
milk, No feed that lias nil odor should 
be permitted to remain about the sta¬ 
bles. You may sot a vessel filled with 
milk In the eilO for an hour; then if 
you take It out and heat It you can tell 
by the nose It has been in the silo, At 
the Vermont station wo could heat the 
milk up to Ho degrees and by the 
smell tell whether It had been near .a 
hogpen or not, said IT. H, Qurlcr be- 
fore the Illinois Dairyman's convoti' 
tion.

llow to Fill Prnit Jars, 

When canning fruit by the ordinary 
method, fill the jars to overflowing, 
then run the h.-indle of the silver spoon 
down the side, inside the jars and on 
all sides to liberate the air bubbles, so 
they will come to the top and can be 
removed. See that the jars are filled 
to the brim with the hot sirap. Wipe 
all the juice off carefully. Put on the 
rubber bands, adjust the top and screw 
it down tight. Do this as quickly as 
possible. Dip a cloth in hot water and 
fold and place the jars oU this. Do not 
disturb until cold; then try the lids and 
screw down if ^ley appear a little 
loose. As the glass contracts in cooling 
the lids will become loose, and un¬ 
less care is taken to tighten them It 
may cause the fruit to spoil.

Ilow to Repress Spasmodic ConsU: 

For the suppression of the spasmodic 
cough that of teu seizes one at the most 
inopportune time, refusing to yield to 
cough drops or will power, try this 
new remedy: Pour a few drops of oil 
of peppermint on a bit of cotton and 
put in a small earthen jar or glass bot¬ 
tle, covering tightly. Carry in your 
pocket. When you feel the 'coughing 
fit coming on, inhale the peppermint, 
holding close to the nostrils. Cover 
closely again, that it may not evapo¬ 
rate. This has tbe same effect as tbe 
Chinese camphor of peppermint or men¬ 
thol. 


How to Make Salad DresslnK. 

Half cupful of vinegar, two table¬ 
spoonfuls of sugar, one tablcspopnful 
of salt, one teaspoonful of mustard, a 
pinch of cayenne pepper, one Cupful ■of 
milk, half cupful of butter and three 
eggs. Put In the double boiler the 
milk and butter. Beat up tthe yolks of 
the eggs together with the mustard, 
salt, sugar and pepper add add to the 
melted bhtter and milk. Heat the vin¬ 
egar separately and add little at a time 
to the mixture, adding whites of eggs 
last of all. When done, it will be 
tbick, like custard.

Add to the dry nllxture one 
cupful of milk, the egg and butter and 
beat all until well mixed. Turn Into U 
well greased shallow pan and bake 
about 20 minutes. Cut Into squares 
and serve hot ■ •

Wanted—A Man to Cheer For. 

“Measures, not men,” was the 
motto on which the Whig party 
was founded in England; and in 
America all were Whigs. The 
Whig assumed that popular inter¬ 
est in plans of social reform and 
national elevation Would suffice as 
a political motive power, without 
the stimulus of personal loyalty to 
men who stood for such measures 
before the country. Yet the Whig 
party itself often found it Uecses- 
sary to conjure with great names 
of the past and the present. Macau¬ 
lay’s history was written to show 
what noble characters within his 
party had wrought out the liber¬ 
ties of England in the straggle 
With the Stuarts. In our own days 
the Grand Old Man was the rally¬ 
ing centre Of English Liberalism, 
which is still essentially English 
Whiggery. Since he left the ranks 
his party has all but died for Want 
of just such a personal centre. 

The instinct of loyalty to leader¬ 
ship is deeply imbedded in the 
Celtic and the Teutonic mind. 
The Greeks and Homans had noth¬ 
ing of it, as they reverenced the 
office or the achievement, and not 
the man. But the builders of that 
new world, which replaced the rule, 
of Borne in Western Europe, were 
always loyalists, though not al¬ 
ways royalists, it was out of this 
instinct of loyalty to leadership 
that they evolved the principle of 
representation, which made it pos¬ 
sible fora free government to ex¬ 
ist over a larger area than that 
whose citizens could meet in one 
assembly. And no political trans¬ 
formations have over eradicated 
this instinct, however they may 
have modified it. The names of 
great men are the watch-words of 
republican enthusiasm, as woH as 
of monarchical and ai’istocratic 
sentiment. Washington ahd Lin¬ 
coln are the most precious posses¬ 
sions of the American Bepublic. 
And there is a growing tendency 
to treat the Presidents of the Bo- 
public as possessing soraethiug of 
that divinity which doth hedge a 
king, on personal as woll as politi¬ 
cal .grounds. 

In some respects this instinct of 
loyalty to leadership works unhap¬ 
pily in our political system. It is 
the strength of bossism in all our 
large cities and in most of our 
States. The cohorenco of the polit¬ 
ical machine is due in part, in¬ 
deed, to the necessity foi' mutual 
assul'ance against loss of office. 
Utitil we effect such a reform of 
the civil service as will keep every 
officeholder in his place during 
his competence and his good be¬ 
havior, there Will be such Combi¬ 
nations to prevent those political 
overturns which imply general re¬ 
movals. But the sense of personal 
devotion to the Old Mub, the hiati 
“Who takes cate of tis^”' the ndian 
who Is strong enough to build 
the machine and Control it, also 
enters into the problem, attd af- 
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fects a wider circle than the office¬ 
holders. Sometimes this is rein¬ 
forced by admiration for per.sonal 
qualities, but these are of second¬ 
ary importance. The popular 
imagination is not exacting in this 
respect, and will remedy any de¬ 
fect without much hesitation. 

On the other hand, Beforrn is not 
fruitful of leadership. In some 
cases it has the good fortune to 
obtain the services of men of mag¬ 
netic power, men whose position 
before they stepped into the politi¬ 
cal arena was such as to affect the 
public mind. When the 
head of Columbia University ac¬ 
cepts a Mayoralty nomination, the 
act attracts attention. In Phila¬ 
delphia the lack of such leaders is 
notably a source of weakness in 
movements toward reform. Those 
movements have to depend at 
present on arguments ’.vhich ap- 
pbal to the common mind, without 
the inspiration which comes from 
personai influence broadly exerted 
by masterful champions of the 
cause. The night after the recent 
election I overheard a j’oimg man 
say that the moral question was 
fairly put before the people, but 
that it lacked the kind of reinforce¬ 
ment which strong names could 
give it. 

Somehow Beform must enlist 
the instinct of personal loyalty if 
it is to overcome the adverse forces 
In our political system.— Satur¬ 
day Evening Post.

The Spirit of Winter is with us, 
making its presence known in 
many different ways—sometimes 
by cheery sunshine and glistening 
snows, and sometimes by driving 
winds and blinding storms. To 
many people it seems to take a de¬ 
light in making bad things worse, 
for rheumatism twists harder, 
twinges sharper, catarrh becomes 
more annoying, and the many 
symptoms of scrofula are develop¬ 
ed and aggravated.

Peel and chop rather line half a doz¬ 
en ripe, solid tomatoes; season with 
salt, white pepper, a tablespoonful of 
tarragon vinegar and a tablespoonful 
of some ‘hot me.at sauce, such as 
Worcestershire. Freeze the pulp solid 
in all ice cream freezer. 'Whou bard, 
pack in fancy molds like tomatoes, 
pears or apples and lot stand two hours 
iii salt and led? then turn on crisp let¬ 
tuce leaves. Serve with a spoonful of 
mayonnaise. 

How to Make Apple Jelly Pnddlngf. 

Boll one ahd a half pomids peeled ap¬ 
ples tvitli one qUart Of water; stir 
through sieve; then add one-half pound 
sugar aii'd the juice of tvvo lemons. 
Soak 16 Sheets of white and three of 
red gelatin for five minutes in cold wa¬ 
ter,' press out and mix with the apple 
sauce; Stir over the fire until the gela¬ 
tin is all dissolved; then pour into a 
form and set on ice to get firm', servo 
with vanilla sauce. 

HroW to Make GlPfircV Beer. 

Twelve quarts boiling water, three 
tablespoons of cream of tartar, three 
tablespoons of ground ginger, four 
pounds white Sugar, four lemohs sliced 
thin, oue-faalf yeast cake.

My first Instructions to the boy who 
would be strong are to place bis feet 
tightly together, take a long breath 
and while inhaling as much pure air in 
one breath as his lungs will hold slow¬ 
ly move the elbows upward until they 
are on a line with the shoulders. 

Next raise the arms clear above the 
head, bringing them down slowly until 
the arms touch the hips. 

While going through this exercise the 
entire body Is kept under a high nei-v- 
oils tension, with every muscle rigid. 
This movement brings all the muscled 
In the chest into play. 

Twice a day he must go through 
these exercises, once In the morning 
before breakfast and In the afternoon 
about an hour after dinner. 

His muscles must be hardened and 
his chest expanded before he is made 
to do any real hard work. This will 
come later. 

He musfcvdrlnk no alcoholic liquors 
and mustn’t use tobacco in any form, 
This almost goes without saying, of 
course. 

My final Instructions for the day to 
him are to take long walks after school 
and to swing his arms when walking 
as much as possible. This may not 
seem particularly graceful, but the 
swinging motion of the arms exercised 
the shoulder muscles, and it’s not 
grace, but strength and health, we’re 
after. When a boy gets these, he can be 
as gracefnl as he likes.
